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BIBLE SHIPS |

While I have been silent and 
have not written an article to 
the Evangel for some time, it 
is not because (as some may 
think) that I have lost interest 
in the paper we love so_ well; 
but it is because I have been 
busy in other parts of God’s 
vineyard and so at this time, 
by permission of the Editor and 
Publisher, I want to say a few 
things pertaining to Bible Ships. 

We often hear the great 
Church of God referred to as the 
Ship of Zion and truly it is the

Are you having lots of trouble 
in your local church? Just look 
around and see if there is not a 
Jonah somewhere asleep that 
God has called to preach and he 
will not go; but wants to hang 
around home. If you find him 
and he won’t go and there is a 
bad storm on and you don’t 
know where the trouble is, wake 
him up and if he says throw him 
over board, just try it and see 
if the storm will not stop and 
what a wonderful calm _ there 
will be. Now, preachers if God 
has called you, you had _ better 
go before you go overboard, for 
God may not be as good to you 
as He was to Jonah and He may 
not prepare a fish to swallow 
you. 

Another ship I would like to 
mention is the one mentioned 
in Mark 4:36-39. I am satisfied 
that probably Peter wanted Je- 
sus to take a little rest and no 
doubt he said to Jesus some- 
thing like this; ““Now Lord I am 
an old fisherman and I know all 
about sailing this boat and don’t 
need any help, now you go down 
and take you a nap and [’ll 
manage the ship all right.” But 
no sooner was Jesus gone to 
sleep than there arose a great 
storm and Peter soon found out 
he could not run the boat even 
if he were an old fisherman 
without the help of Jesus, so 
Peter called Him and _ said, 
“Master, carest thou not that 
we perish?” Then he arose and 
rebuked the wind and waves 
and there was a_ great calm. 
How much this ship is like the 
old Ship of Zion. Whenever we 
begin to think we can get along 
without the help of the Lord, we 
Yead just as well look out for a 
storm. I remember one time 
since I became State Overseer, 
of giving a young brother, by 
his request, a certain church to 
pastor. I thought I would give 
him a chance. Just as soon as I 
gave him the appointment, he 
told me I would not need to visit 
that particular church any more 
that year but that he could man- 
age it all right and for me not 
to worry about it. Of course, I 
knew just about what would 
happen and I had not been gone 
but a day or two when I receiv- 
ed notice to come at once and 
the church was in a terrible 
shape. I found many people who 
think or imagine that they can 
get along all right on their past 
experience but when they find 
Jesus is not there, they get in 
a sorry plight and we need to 
know that the old ship of Zion 
cannot sail without Jesus.

News From Wisconsin 

We are on an evangelistic 
tour which will carry us over a 
large part of Northern Wiscon- 
sin (D. V.) When I say “we” I 
am alluding to the Lord as the 
party of the first part, for other- | 
wise we are alone on our jour- 
ney. Thanks be to God who has 
promised to never leave nor for- 
sake us, but to be with us al- 
ways even unto the end of the 
world. 


I left my home in Cincinnati, | 


Ohio, May 20, was accompanied 
as far as Hamilton, O. by 
Brother Russell Huff, local pas- 
tor of the Church of God, and 
several of the brethren from 
there including Brothers Sul- 
livan Runion, Loman, Benge, 
James, Covert, and others (in- 
cluding Brother Huff’s wife.) A 
revival being in progress at the 
Church of God in that city with 
the Hicks Evangelistic Party, 
we enjoyed the blessing of God 
in its fullness. At the night ser- 
vice and after exchanging 
greetings with the pastor, the 
saints and friends the Cincin- 
nati folks returned home, and 
we continued our journey by 
train arriving in Chicago, IIL, 
next day, and spent the follow- 
ing night with Brother A. E. 
Lewis, and family, several of 
the friends gathered in for a lit- 
tle home service. 


Leaving there the next day we 
arrived in Elton, Wis. in time for 
morning worship, Sunday the
